All God's creatures that lived upon the 
earth had to exert their energies to 
supply their daily wants, and he 
required of us to use the faculties we 

in order to supply ourselves 
with what we needed. The United 
Order which God had called upon us 
to enter into, required that we should 
all try to liquidate our present indebt- 
edness, and become free from all obli- 
gation. 

He then made some excellent re- 
marks on the free school education 
principle. He believed in a combined 
mental and physical education. Every 
person should be willing to help them- 
selves as long as they possibly could. 


‘Then the hand of brotherly kindness 


should be stretched forth to assist 
them. Practical education was what 
we wanted, and to show the poor how 
to help themselves. None in distress 
or poverty should be slighted, but we 
should try to place them in a position 
to provide for themselves, and not 
encou vagrancy, idleness and lazi- 
ness. Our motto was, The Hive of 
Deseret.” We wanted no drones within 
it. Many tried to live by their wits 
rather than by honest industry. He 
did not k against legitimate trade, 
which no tendency to injure but 
benefit any community. There was a 
necessity for mutual exchange of com- 
modities. The credit system always 
seemed to him to injure rather than 
benefit mankind. Especially with us 
as a laboring people it was and always

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had been a positive evil. It endan- 
gered our —* rs 
roperty mortgaged, and we therefore 
— — oaks of bondage. Let 
all such take warning by having their 
fingers in the fire, and let them shun 
it hereafter. As a remedy, let us 
bring our wants within our ability to 
supply them. Bondage and dishonesty 
were the natural result of the credit 
system. Honesty was the best policy. 
He believed in it in families and na- 
tions. It was not good for us to go 
into the mountains and find nuggets 
of gold, but it was good to find a piece 
of land, upon which to raise onions, 
tatoes, etc. It was not big dividends 

m our co-operative stores, or United 
Order efforts, that was a sure sign of 
their healthfulness, but an honest and 
upright course of management. Over- 


trading, over straining, fast living, 


etc., had been the chief cause of the 
present reaction now experienced at 
our great commercial centre, and a 
steadyretrenchment and curtailment of 
our wants and a determination to pay 


our debts was the only way to recover 


ourselves from present embarrass- 
ments. 

President B. Young made a few 
remarks concerning the Z. C. M. In- 
stitution, insurance companies, etc.

Meeting commenced by singing, 
“ The morning breaks, the shadows 
flee.” Prayer by Elder Jno. H. Smith, 
after which, ‘‘ How will the Saints 
rejoice to tell,” was sung. 

Elder Squires said he was very glad 
to be with the Saints, spoke on their 
duties, and the necessity of their ob- 
serving strictly the law of Tithing ; 
showed from the Bible and the Book 
of Doctrine and Covenants, the bles- 
ings promised to those who do so, and 
that all such persons would most likely 
be gathered to Zion, for the Lord had 
sO promised, and the heavens and 
the earth might pass away, but 
not one jot or tittle of his words would 
fall to the ground. 

Elder Lyman spoke respecting the 
people in Zion—he had been acquaint- 


ed with them all his life, and ‘had 
received much good and valuable in- 
struction and advice from the Prophet 
and servants of God. Said the Saints 
in Zion were engaged in making their 
heaven. Time was only a small but 
important speck in eternity. Advised 
the Saints to live better, and try to 
overcome the world, the flesh and the 
devil.

In Utah the streams of water are 
peculiarly situated, and at a very high 
altitude, completely in the midst of 
the mountains. The Prophet seemed 
to see this— They planted by the 
side of all waters,” ‘‘ neither did he 
suffer their cattle to decrease,” and 
they should have families like a flock. 

Said the time would soon arrive for 
the Jews to gather, and rebuild Jeru- 
salem, and that it would be done 
literally and in this generation, for we 
believe in the literal fulfillment of pro- 
phecy. The Lord's arm is not short- 
ened that it cannot redeem, or his ear 
deaf that he cannot hear. 

Elder Lyman expressed himself edi- 
fied by brother Squires’ remarks, and 
also went on to relate many of the 
miracles that had been wrought in the 
settling of the mountains of which he 
had been an eye witness.

In those bright days of immediate revelation the power of God was made 
manifest in a marvelous manner. It is said of Enoch, the seventh from Adam, 
„that he walked with God three hundred years; and was not; for God took 
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him.” In a revelation to Joseph Smith in 1830, the history of the people of 
God in this early day was more fully revealed than we find it recorded in the 
Book of Genesis. With reference to Enoch it says,— 

**T cried unto the Lord; and there came a voice out of heaven, saying, turn 
ye, and get ye upon the mount Simeon. And it came to pass that I turned 
and went upon the mount; and as I stood upon the mount, I beheld the 
heavens open, and I was clothed upon with glory, and I saw the Lord: he 
stood before my face, and he talked with me, even as a man talks one with 
another, face to face. 

And it came to pass that the Lord said unto me, look; and I looked and 
beheld the land of Sharon, and the land of Enoch, and the land of Omner, 
and the land of Heni, and the land of Shem, and the land of Haner, and the 
land of Hanannihah, and all the inhabitants thereof; and the Lord said unto 
me, go to this people and say unto them, repent, lest I come out and smite 
them with a curse, and they die. And he gave unto me a commandment that 
I should baptize in the name of the Father, and the Son, which is full of grace 
and truth, and the Holy Spirit, which bears record of the Father and the Son. 

And it came to pass that Enoch continued to call upon all the people, save 
it were the people of Canaan ; and so great was the faith cf Enoch, that he led 
the people of God, and their enemies came to battle against them; and he 
spake the word of the Lord, and the earth trembled, and the mountains fled, 
even according to his command ; and the rivers of water were turned out of 
their course ; and the roar of the lion was heard ont of the wilderness; and 
all nations feared greatly, so powerful was the word of Enoch and so great was 


“yn, the power of Janguage which God had given him. 


The Lord came and dwelt with His people, and they dwelt in righteousness. 
The fear of the Lord was upon all nations, so great was the glory of the Lord, 
which was upon His people. And the Lord blessed the land, and they were 
blessed upon the mountains, and upon the high places, and did flourish. 

Enoch and all bis people walked with God, and he dwelt in the midst of 
Zion: and it came to pass that Zion was net, for God received it up into His 
own bosom ; and from thence went forth the saying, Zion is fled.” ‘ 

In the THIRD hour great and holy men were sent to labor on our earth in the 
name of the Lord. Shem, Melchizedek, king of Salem, Lot, Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob were all preachers of righteousness. The twelve Patriarchs—Reu- 
ben, Simeon, Levi, Judah, Isaachar, Zebulon, Gad, Ashar, Joseph, Benjamin, 
Dan, Napthali,—were all master-builders—Ephraim and Manasseh were co- 
workers with them. 

In the sIxrx hour we find a new dispensation was ushered in under Moses, 
Aaron, Joshua, and perpetuated by Gideon, Jepthah, Samuel, David, Solo- 
mon, Elijah and Elisha, Isaiah, Jeremiah, Daniel, Lehi, Nephi, Mosiah, Alma, 
Abinadi, and Ammon, Aaron, Omner, and Himni. Mighty miracles were 
wrought, and a glorious work was accomplished by these servants of the Holy 
One of Israel. 

In the xIxTERH hour a great work was accomplished by the Only Begotten, full 
of grace and truth, Our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. He also called Peter, 
James, and John, Andrew, Philip, Bartholomew, Matthew, Thomas, James, 
(the son of Alpheus) Thaddeus, Simon, and Matthias, in Palestine, and Nephi, 
Timothy, Jonas, (son of Nephi) Mathoni, Mathonihah, Kumen, Kumenonhi, 
Jeremiah, Shemnon, Jonas, Zedekiah and Isaiah, in America were called to 
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the harvest field. John the Baptist also in this dispensation was a migh 
worker in the open air, (although he “‘did no miracle,”) in the mission 
man’s regeneration. A host of valiant men were called in this hour, who bat- 
tled manfully and righteously in the cause of truth—of human redemption. 
Paul, Silas, Philip, Titus, Barnabas, Timothy, Jude and Stephen—Mormon, 
Moroni—time would fail me to enumerate all the noble spirits—men and women 
—who enlisted under Zion’s banner in that age ; their works speak for them. 

The ELEVENTH hour! Momentous period—the closing scene. Joseph 
Smith, Hyrum Smith, David W. Patten, Brigham Young, Heber C. Kimball 
and very many more Elders have been called to labor in the vineyard in this, 
the last hour of the day. 

The dispensation of the fullness of times is being ushered into the world by 
the God of heaven, through their instrumentality. Hear it all ye nations of 
the earth, hear it and live! 

It is for the Elders of Israel to cry aloud and spare not. Go out on the high 
ways, and invite the humble and willing to the feast of fat things. As the 
Savior preached on the Mount, so preach ye where there is an opportunity. 

Preach in the open air. Fear no man! Light and air are free to all. The 
Latter-day Saints’ mission is to all; This Gospel of the Kingdom shall bo 
preached in all the world for a witness unto all nations; and then shall the end 
come.” 

Tbe Lord appeared to Moses in the burning bush in the open air. It was in 
the open air that Peter, James and John witnessed the transfiguration of Jesus 
Christ on the Mount, when Moses and Elias appeared, and ‘‘spake of His 
decease which He should accomplish at Jerusalem. It was in the open air— 
the garden of Gethsemane—when our blessed Savior in agony, his sweat being 
as it were great drops of blood, prayed to his Father for power to enable him 
to endure the trial of death oa the cross, when ‘‘ there appeared an angel unto 
Him from heaven, strengthening him.“ 

Christ administered the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper in the open air 
when he appeared to the Nephites in America, after his crucifixion, and resur- 
rection at Jerusalem. 

It was in the open air that the Prophet Joseph Smith recetved the first reve- 
lation from the Father and the Son, touchiug the spiritual-fallen condition of 
modern Christian“ churches. 

Any Elder will feel better in preaching to a multitude in the street, on a hill, 
or in a field, than to two or three persons in a small room. Go forth and scat- 
ter the seeds of life—eternal life ! E. H.

A REAL POLYGAMY TRIAL.

We are to have, at last, a genuine 
trial before the District Court for poly- 
gamy. After the various dodges which 

ave been resorted to in order to 
unish, harrass and annoy men who 
more wives than one, in accord- 


ance with a religious ceremony of the 
Charch of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints, without giving a chance to 
test the force, validity or constitution- 
ality of the anti-polygamic act of 62 
a real polygamy case is to be tried and 
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tested in the Third Judicial District. 

Mr. George Reynolds is the gentle- 
man who will be the talk of the coun- 
try for a little season. It is alleged 
that he has taken a second wife, his 
first wife being alive, within the time 
not barred by the statute of limita- 
tions. We understand that this is 
considered a test case. It will be a 
test case from the commencement, and 
if the prosecution is successful in 

roving the charge preferred against 
Mr. Reynolds, and for which he stands 
indicted by the Grand Jury, it will be 
appealed until it reaches the court of 
last resort, in order that a competent 
decision may be rendered on a point in 
strong dispute. The course of this trial 
will be watched with interest by a great 
many other people besides the citizens 
of this Territory. 

The trial of Mr. George Reynolds 
for polygamy under the of 1862, 
commenced yesterday in the Third 
District Court.

FIRST CONVICTION. 


— 


Thirteen years ago the Congress of 
the United States enacted a law pun- 
ishing a second marriage while both 
parties to the former marriage were 
alive, and known to be so. There were 
' geveral peculiar features to this piece 
of legislation. It was special legisla- 
tion. In effect and intention it was 
directed, specially and solely, against 
Utah. It w similarly directed 
against a particular body of religion- 
istsin Utah. It was similarly directed 
against a cardinal point of the faith 
and practice of that particular body of 
religionists. It was known everywhere 
te be so specially and solely inten- 
tionally directed, and it was enacted 
for the known and avowed pu of 
crushing that body of religionists, of 
destroying that distinctive religious 
characteristic. Hence one is compelled 
to the conclusion that it was. enacted 
in a spirit of persecution, pure and 
simple. This is contrary to the genius 
of the American 
is pre-eminently one fostering civi 
— religious liberty. 

The law itself is flatly contradictory 
to the Constitution of the United 
States, which expressly forbids to 
‘Congress the power to make any law 
respecting an establishment ef religion, 
or prohibiting the free exercise thereof. 

ercise means something more than 
mere belief. Exercise means practice. 
Under the Constitution a man is secure 
not only as to his faith in his religion, 
but also as to his free practice of his 
religion. It is a puerile notion that 
religion consists of belief merely. 
Says the Apostle, ‘‘ Show me thy faith 
without thy works, and I will sho 
thee my faith by my works.” Again, 


“Faith without works is dead,” and, 
„ the body without the spirit is 
dead, so faith without works is dead 
also.” A religion, therefore, which 
consists of belief merely, is a dead 
religion, and a dead religion is equiv- 
alent to no religion at all. To such a 
religion, being no religion, this con- 
stitutional provision cannot apply. 
is nothi to apply to. 

e constitution in this passage applies 
to a real religion, a vital religion, a 
living religion, a religion of wor 
of practice, of exercises, as well as 
of faith, and freedom in these works, 
this practice, these exercises is 
very identical thing which the Con- 
stitution guarantees. 

Now do not all Christians consider 
a eminently religious mat- 
ter not they give it their highest 
religious sanction and blessing? Do 
not the Roman Catholics consider 
marriage a holy sacrament? Are not 
religious priests and ministers the 
chosen officials in administering in the 
ordinance of marriage? Is it not 
celebrated in their churches and chap- 
els, often with songs and prayer and 
preaching and other imposing religious 
ceremonies? Is not marriage 
as a most sacred rite? Are there not 
special religious forms for the perform- 
ance of the marriage ceremony? Do 
not many religions people consider 
themselves not married until the 
ordinance thereof has been admin- 
istered by a properly ordained minis- 
ter? If this ordinance has thus to be 
religiously attended to, in the solemn 
conviction of Christendom, is net 
marriage pre-eminently a igious 
matter, an establishment of religion,

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the free exercise of which is positively 
protected by the Constitution? If so, 
are not these marriage prosecutions in 
Utah flagrant violatfons of the Con- 
stitution, positive persecutions of a 


religious people, indications of infidel- 
ity, and utterly unworthy of the coun- 
try and the age in which we live ?— 
Deseret News, April 1, 1875. 


LOUIS ADOLPHE BERTRAND—OBITUARY.

A few days ago it was announced in 
our columns that Elder Louis Adolphe 
Bertrand had become insane, induced 
by distressi intelligence received 
y at Paris; to-day it is 
our sorrowful duty to announce his 
demise which took place about noon 
yesterday. The unfortunate gentle- 
man was kept in the City Hall a few 
days after his mental derangement set 
in, but his malady increasing in inten- 
sity, it was found necessary to remove 
him to the Insane Asylum, which was 
done a week last Saturday. About 
three days ago sanity returned, but 
with returning reason there was great 
oo prostration, which terminated 

death at mid-day on Sunday. 

The deceased was one of the first, 
if not the first native of France who 
ebeyed the Gospel as proclaimed by 
the Elders of the Church of Jesus 


Christ of Latter-day Saints, which 


event took place, we believe, some- 
where about 1850, or 1851. Soon 
after becoming a member of the 
Church, he assisted in translating, into 
the French language, the Book of 
Mormon. He gathered to Utah in 
1856, leaving his wife and family in 
Paris, where they still reside. In 
1860 he went back to France on a 


mission, from which he returned to 


Utah about ten years ago. 
Deceased was an educated and intel- 


—_ man, having formerly been em- 
— on the staff of well-known 
aris newspapers. He left his native 
land when nineteen years of age, and 
traveled extensively for many years in 
the far east, also in South America. 
He was the author of a work, printed 
some years ago in his native language, 
entitled ‘‘ Les Mormons,” giving an 
account of the religion and social 
customs of the Latter-day Saints 
gathered in Utah. As a member of 
the Church his integrity was unim- 
hable and his faith unwavering, 
lief in the Gospel of Jesus Christ, 
and in latter-day revelation and Priest- 
hood seeming to form a part of his 
very existence, rendering him almost 
an anomaly among Frenchmen, but 
few of whom have ever received the 
Gospel. Elder Bertrand was in his 
67th year at his death. He was widely 
known among the people of this city 
and neighborhood, was as widely 
esteemed, because of his unobtrusive 
and upright character. His funeral 
services will take place in the 16th 
Ward School-house, at 12 o’clock to- 
morrow, on which occasion it is ex- 
ted that an address will be delivered 
y Elder John Taylor, with whom he 
was formerly intimately associated in 
the ministry in France.— Deseret News,
